For India’s sake the English bave
plunged into one nujust war in Egypt
and apother in the Soudan. For India's
sake they have been trembling on the
verge of a war with the greal empire
of the Slavs and Tartars.  For Iudia's
they have been obliged to abdicate
their just position in Europe, and to
count as a cipher in the politics of the
continent, where, 70 years ago, they
hald the first place. And into how
many more perplexities their Indian
possessions will carry them, it is im-

ossible to foresee. In the case of

reland the Nemesis for the pastsins is
still more visivlee. The Union intre-
duced into the Imperial Parliament 103
members, who are and always have
been au alien and a disturbing element
there. These men could not do justice
to their constituencies without muking
a disturbance in London.  They can-
not better their constituencics than by
seeing to it that the disturbance is as
extensive and as offensive as possible.
The Irish people have no interestin
the maintenunce of the House of Com-
mons; their oune hope is to be forever
rid of all connection with it.  So long
as they are forced to send their mem-
bers to London, instead of meeting in
Dublin, they are well content to have
these members regarded as 2 nuisance.
And in the last five years this has been
doue so effectually that the English are
beginning to see that the Treaty of the
Union was a gigantic mistake. Ireland
is like the Scotch fairy, who cannot be
brought into the House except by the
exercise of sheer foree, und who, when
onee in it, will shake it to its very
foundations before she is dome. A
House of Commons with 103 Irish
members, mostiy followers of Mr. Par-
nell, is beginning 10 be scen to be an
impossibility in praetical polities.
Heuee the frank suggestion of some
Engiish Tories that lreland be disfrar-
chised. That woun!d be one way of gei-
ting rid of the difficulty, butiiis not
onc that England dares take. It would
put an eud to the Treaty of Union
which expressiy stipalates for the 105
mwembers. 1he otber way out of the
difficulty is = irunk Repeal of the
Uunicn. Ii that be done without any
appeal to arms on the irish side, the
effect on the temper of the people will
be most beneticial. [t is to be done as
1 concession to tireats when England
is in some great peril, likethatofa
century ago, thea Eugland will have a
permanent and dangerous enemy. If
it be done as the culcome of a2n Irish
uprising when Eagland is in peril, the
dapnger will be still more immediate.
And before this generation has passed
away, it will be done after some of
these fashions.

In his work “Twenty Years of Con-
s,”” page 496, says: “The tide of
invasion had been rolled back after the
bloodiest and most stubbornly-con-
tested field of the war.

of the most gifted men in the South,
and others who thought as he did, and
fought bravely for the *Jlost cause?”
